This by-product question does not 
stop with the feeding of stock, which 
is only a means to the end it makes 
the soil more productive and keeps it 
in a high state of fertilization. 

I have prepared charts showing the 
food value of differimt feeds which, 
in combination with our by-products, 
makes up the very best rations for 
stock. I expect soon to have lists of 
proper rations ready to mall to each 
district, so that we may do some real 
work along this line. Not with-stand 
Ing the idoas of various farmers, there 
are hard and fast rules for rations 
which are correct, only by following 
these rules. 

But as I said before, this is only a 
mans to an end, so I have also pre¬ 
pared a chart showng the manurlal 
value of the feeds which shows that 
after the food values have been ex¬ 
tracted from them there still remains 
a great profit to the farmer. 

For example, if a farmer receives 
from the feeder $13.32 for an acre 
of beet tops, (as we stated before 
that he had about 313 tons of this 
feed) and same is fed so that the 
manure Is returned to the land, he 
would then receive 54.6 lbs. of nitro¬ 
gen. 6.66 lbs. of phosphoric acid and 
22.64 lbs. of pota.sh. At the going 
price for these ns t^ommerclal fertili¬ 
sers, they are w'orth $9.36, and this is 
all from one acre of land yielding 
only about 10 tons of beets. 

These arc the fiicts we must adver¬ 
tise. 

We cannot hopo to do everything In 
one year, but from what has been 
accomplished in Idaho in the past 
year I am .sure w»e can do twice as 
much during the coming season. 

In addition to the beet tops, pulp 
and mola.s.s'x-, to r>o ‘jsed with these 
feeds, are the \?ast amounts of fall 
pastures in this vaUo/, which, so T em 
inform4‘d by a prominent feeder, are 
not used to more than half of their
